the Inſtitutes af Tyranny which were fermer]y 
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ctis d, and tranſmitted as Oraeles to an Infectious Se- 
neration, Religiouſly to be obſerv'd by ſuch blind 
Tools as prefer d Ignominious Greatneſs to Virtue 
and Innocency; and by ſuck likewiſe who corrupted 
with Plenty, and grown prodigal by a long Peace, 
became impatient of Laws, and diſcontented with 
lawful Governours and Miniſters , until they had 
in a ſhort time, brought themſeves under the 
Yoak of thoſe who had ſought and attain'd to 
Power and Dominion ( not by their Merits) 
but ſlandering Lawful Princes, whoſe Emininent 
Worth the People knew not until it was too 
late, and until their Ignorance made them and their 
Kings miſerable ; aud likewiſe until rhe Treaſures 
and Ornaments of many Years Peace were waſted, and 
conſumed in a few Years War.
